years, namely The abuse of ex­

"What respect would the Rus­ 
sians pay to the word of a lame 
duck p r e s i d e n t?” Kennan 
asked. "What has Mr. Johnson 
to offer them'.’ It is a bad policy 
to go and plead with people 
when you have no cards in your 
hands, no carrot and no stick.” 
The 64-year-old retired diplo 
mat and scholar also said the 
invasion of Czechoslovakia last 
month by the Soviet Union and 
its Warsaw Pact allies caught1 
the 
United 
States 
paralyzed, 
just as it was during the' 1965 
Hungarian uprising. 
“ Unfortunately, our attention 
was and is diverted by crises in 
other parts of the world,” he 
said 
"What could we have done in 
these situations if we had not 
been tied up with these other si- 
tuations7 We might, it seems to 
me, 
have

some modification of our mili-1 
tary position in Germany as 
quid pro quo for Soviet fore-

“ We could have proposed, for 
example, a withdrawal of Amer-I 
ican forces from Bavaria (in 
West Germany! or some other 
area in return for Russian with­ 
drawal from Czechoslovakia. 
“ This might not have been ac- j 
cepted, but it would have given 
the Czechs a talking point in 
their dealings with the Russians ! 
and exposed the hollowness o f' 
the 
Russian claim that they 
needed for military reasons to 
Ration troops along the western 
border of Czechoslovakia. And 
there might have been people in 
the Sosiet high command to 
whom such an offer would have | 
had serious appeal “ 
When asked what the United 
States should do now to offset 
the Soviet intervention, Kennan, 
now teaching at the Institue for 
Advanced Study, answered: 
“ Perhaps move 100,000 men 
into Germany and tell the Rus­ 
sians 
‘We will not take them 
out until you leave Czechoslova­ 
kia’.” 
However, he went on. "The 
trouble is that we don t put any 
cards in the hands of those de-1 
ments in the Soviet Union who 
never liked the idea of sending 
300 000 
or 
400.000 
men 
into 
Czechoslovakia in the first place 
and who might like to reverse 
this policy now." 
During the wide-ranging inter­ 
view in his spacious and com­ 
fortable 
study, 
Kennan 
dis-1 
cussed the general field of U.S.- 
Soviet relations and indicated; 
he doesn't trust Russia now any­ 
more than he did before World 
War II.

They 
shou ld not have to comp ete with the state for 
income tax money . 


IN ADDITION to his infring ement arg u ment, 
Mr. Collier sees no p resent need for an income 
tax becau se cu rrent revenu e is adequ ate to con­ 
tinu e ex isting state p rog ram!. 
If back ers of a state income tax discard his­ 
torical p recedent, the comp elling need for an 
inviolable local revenu e sou rce and a finance 
director's rep ort that cu rrent revenu e is ade­ 
qu ate, what does It tak e to convince them their 
cru sade should be abandoned? 


Credibility Gap Scorecard

abou t location of the vessel when it was seized. 
Early p redictions of a reasonably qu ick end 
to the Vietnam War now look ridicu lou sly naive 
as the death toll climbs ever u p ward and offi­ 
cial statem ents rep etitiou sly refer to no end in 
sig ht. 


WEST GERMANY and Sou th Korea have 
Demonstrated some dou bt in America’s word by 
seek ing reassu rance that U.S. help could b* 
cou nted on in case of enemy attack . 
On the domestic front, there is ram p ant dou bt 
among American citizens that Washing ton can 
p rovide answers for a mu ltitu de of p roblems. 
Politicians are most often thou g ht of as self- 
seek ing , lobby -p ressu red g raft-g rabbors with a 
g oal of votes rather than reform. If y ou think 
that is an overstatement, watch the y ou-du mb-

The National Advisory Commission o n Civil 
Disorders, created by President Johnson after 
the Detroit riot of 1966, informed Americans 
that they were in the p rocess of creating two 
societies — white and black , sep arate and u n­ 
equ al. 
Comes now another p anel of citizens to warn 
that racial antag onism, comp ou nded with other 
factors, also threatens America with another 
k ind of a sp lit — a sp lit between ex trem ist! 
p reaching and p racticing lawbreak ing and civ­ 
il disorder and ex tremists demanding the u t­ 
most strict enforcement of law and order be­ 
fore any thing else. 
In a sp ecial rep ort on the black nationalist 
ambu sh of p olicemen in Cleveland last Ju ly , 
the Grand Ju ry of Cu y ahog a County , of which 
Cleveland is the seat, p aints this distu rbing p ic­ 
tu re of the cu rrent state of thing s, not only in 
one Ohio cou ntv bu t in the nation as a whole: 
ON THE ONE SIDE are black revolu tionaries 
advocating overthrow of g overnment with bu l­ 
lets and bombs; on the other side are white 
racist ex tremists try ing to cap italize on the un- 
easv mood of the cou ntry arou sed by the infla­ 
m m atory words and acts of the black ex trem ­ 
ists.

The ju rors were "p articu larly Imp ressed” 
bv testimony to this effect by hu ndreds of Ne­ 
g ro witnesses, many of whom were the victims 
of lawlessness and disorder in their neig hbor­ 
hoods. 
The op p osing ex trem ist camp s, the ju ry be­ 
lieves. are attracting new followers, esp ecially 
among the y ou ng ■— "and this means that a 
g reat m ass of Americans soon will belong to 
one of the two ex trem ist! g rou p s.” 
THE RESULT, IF either side sho uld p revail, 
would be anarchy o r a po lice-state dlstatorship 
and the disap p earance o f America as we k now 
it and want it. 
It Is to be ho ped that the Jury ’s repo rt Is 
Itself an ex treme v iew and that the g reat bulk 
o f Americans to which It is addressed will hav e 


enou g h resolu tion and enou g h faith in the p res­ 
ent streng th and fu tu re p erfectibility of the 
democratic sy stem not to p ermit ex tremists of 
whatever strip e to p lu ng e the nation into an 
org y of violent revolu tion or, what is not mu ch 
better, a blind ex altation or what is not mu ch 
'v ery hu m anitarian need. 
bu t ex treme threats demand ex treme alarm . 
Much more than that — they demand ex trem e 
efforts by the g reat majority of middle-g rou nd 
Americans, black and white, to recog nize and 
find solu tions to the flaws in American society 
on which ex tremism feeds. 
There is less time to do this than there was 
y esterday . There will be even less time tomor­ 
row. 


Eating Crow 


France still is mak ing reg u lar trip s to the 
g old m ark etp lace bu t now is doing it qu ietly . 
Until Sep tember of 1966, the French had been 
mak ing monthly foray s to the g old m ark et and 
p ick ing up bask etfu lls of bullion in ex chang e for 
dollars. It was President De Gau lle's way of 
try ing to u ndermine the dollar by weak ening 
the U.S. g old p osition. 
Then came the su m mer distu rbance in F r­ 
ance and the Franc was in g reat trou ble. In an 
effort to shore up its monetary sy stem, France 
needed U.S. dollars. The only way to g et them 
was to cash in some of the De Gau lle g old 
hoard. 
The Treasu ry D ep artm ent’s qu arterly rep ort 
shows the g old transactions amou nted to $220 
million, mu ch more than observers first be­ 
lieved. 
It is an em barrassing set of circu mstances 
for France to have to come to the United States 
with hat and g old in hand in search of dollars. 
The em barrassm ent cou ld be avoided if Pres­ 
ident l)e Gau lle would su p p ort a sp irit of coop ­ 
eration at times other than those when he is in 
trou ble.

Russia Purges Its Liberals

The KGB, Huaaia s secret p u u ce, is rep orted 
U» have lau nched a new camp aig n of rep res­ 
sion ag ainst Soviet citizens accu sed, among 
other thing s, of bu ilding a secret “p ro-Liberai ’ 
org anization. 
Known as the "Union of Social-Christian Li­ 
beration,” the clandestine g rou p is believed to 
have branches in Lening rad, Moscow and Kiev'; 
the cap ital of the Soviet Uk raine. 
According to a Soviet citizen, one of a nu m­ 
ber of Ru ssians who recently visited the West, 
the KGB’s new wave of terror is "evok ing me­ 
mories of Stalin's p u rg es in the 1930s”. 
The Kremlin leaders, he said, are increasing ­ 
ly worried by their inability to cop e with g row­ 
ing dissidence among y ou ng Ru ssians and the 
u p su rg e of nationalism among Uk rainians and 
other nationalities comp rising the Soviet Union. 


THE RUSSIAN VISITOR disclosed that two 
stu dent» from Lening rad’s merchant seam en's 
school and three scientists who had been 
at 
the Montreal Ex p o ’67 Soviet ex hibit were re­ 
cently tried in Lenintrad ostensibly because 
thev were members of the ou tlawed "Union 
of Social-Christian Liberation.” Thev were ilso 
charg ed with imoorting and distribu ting illeg al 
Western literatu re. 
The fate of the scien tist is u nk nown. The 
seamen were sent to a forced la trr camp . 
As a resu lt of the trial, the p olitical commis­ 
sars in Ru ssia’s merchant fleet, the Commu ­ 
nist nartv’,« Heoloff'p al watchdog s, have be­ 
g un to nu ree ''u n^e’fable elements” from tHe 
crews of sb'"* sailing to foreig n cou ntries, in- 
fj liil'nit Vietnam 
MANY OFFICERS AND ordinary seamen 


have already already been ex p elled from the 
Commu nist p arty and the Komsomol i y ou th 
org anization i and sent to work on domestic 
shiop mg rou tes, 
"A strict reg ime has been imp osed on those 
sailing on foreig n-bou nd ship s,” the Ru ssian 
visitor said. “Any one cau g ht accep ting litera­ 
tu re from foreig ners, even foreig n Commu nists, 
will lose his job and face criminal charg es.” 
Another y oung Ru ssian visitor who recently 
comp leted his military service in the Red arm y 
told of g rou p s of soldiers who listen su rrep ti­ 
tiou sly to foreig n broadcasts by the Voice ot 
America, Radio Liberty and the British Broad­ 
casting Co. 
WHILE IN THE RED arm y , the y ou ng Ru s 
sian and his friend formed small “ p ressu re 
g rou p s” ag ainst the rig id military discip line. 
Now all residents in Moscow, the g rou p m em ­ 
bers have continu ed their secret association. 
Their aim is to “ sp earhead a revolt ag ainst 
the corru p tion in the Soviet sy stem and g ov­ 
ernm ent.” 
None of the Ru ssian visitors envisag ed a 
p op u lar p ro-liberal u p su rg e in the Soviet Un- 
ion.

"Ru ssia is not on the verg e of revolu tion, 
the former Red arm y man said. 
However, he and his friend asserted that the 
new wave of Stalinist p u rg es has been a failu re 
as a form of shock therap y intended to cru sh 
the g rowing p ressu re for the democratization 
of p olitical life in Ru ssia. 
Cou rag eou s y ou ng p eop le — whether Ru ssians 
or Uk rainians — are only the “ tip of the ice­ 
berg .” Bu t they rep resent the most ou tsp ok en 
among the laree m ass qf Soviet citizens who 
seek g reater freedom.

M any ,of us one time or another lik e to fool 
ou rselves with words. 
It’s often a face-saving device w hvh help s 
u s g ive u p or g ive in when we know we shoui 
1 
not. 
Strang ely enou g h, we sometimes attemp t to 
fool ou rselves even when an enemy is being 
blu ntly straig htforward abou t his aims. 
We see this tendency today in the talk abou t 
♦he fig hting “ lu ll" in Vietnam. We saw it in 
World War II. 
Hitler made no bones abou t fcis objectives. 
He ou tlined them in detail in “Mein Kamp f” ; 
he amp lified them in his sp eeches. We have 
forg otten it now. bu t there were many Ameri­ 
cans who could not, at the time, bring them­ 
selves to believe what he said abou t his move­ 
ment. 
In Asia in World War II, Mao Tse-tu ng m ade 
no secret of his commu nism and his totalitar­ 
ian objectives. 
Yet hig h-p laced American officials insisted 
that the men in Yenan were ag rarian reform ­ 
ers. Read the now-nu blished State Dep artm ent 
docu ments of that day and y ou will note with 
astonishment the emotional vig or with which 
some Dep artment men insisted that this com­ 
mu nism was merelv a front beh;n<J which some 
very democratic p eop le were hiding 


IT IS UNDERSTOOD that Khru shchev’s men 
u sed to jok e among themselves abou t this Am­ 
erican 
characteristic. 
They 
wou’d 
comp ete 
among themselves to see who could think u p 
the best label for wha*ever the Kremlin want­ 
ed to accomp lish. The best label, of cou rse, 
was the one which would he most accep table 
to neonV in the United States and in cou ntries 
allied with us. 
Ho Chi Minh learned this tactic earlv in his 


career. Arou nd the end of World War II, when 
other nationalist g rou p s wou ldn't ally them­ 
selves with his Commu nists (becau se he and 
his men had betray ed many of them to the 
French for ex ecu tion), Ho set up a front which 
was the thinnest of covers for his Commu nists. 
Every one k new at that time what Ho's front 
was, bu t they neverthe'ess accep ted it in their 
cou ncils. Ho’s front then took over by assassi­ 
nation and boring from within. 
in the p ast few week s some Americans have 
insisted Ho has de-escalated the war. Ho’s at­ 
tack s have, on occasion, been less intense than 
du ring Tet and in the May offensive. 
The« ? Americans have arg u ed that if Presi­ 
dent Johnson didn’t immediately tak e advantag e 
of these "lu lls” to cancel all bombing in the 
north, the Commu nists wou ’.d desp air and at­ 
tack . 


NOW STRANGELY ENOUGH, Hanoi never 
did say that it was resp onding to Johnson s 
limitation on northern bombing with a de-esca­ 
lation of its own. Read carefu lly the rep orts 
which claim Hanoi hinted at recip rocity . You 
will find it a strain on y ou r credibility to find 
a sig n of any Hanoi claim that they were cu t­ 
ting back . On the contrary , Hanoi reg u larly has 
stated p ositively that It would not resp ond. Ho’s 
men have insisted 9 U.S. bombing halt shou ld 
bo u nilateral, with nothing g iven in retu rn. 
Certainly , some Hanoi man said Ho’s mili­ 
tary ' actions were p o litic a l sig nificant. 
All 
Hanoi’s moves — military and otherwise —» 
are directed at p olitical aims. 
Certainly , on occasion, Hanoi has made no 
comment in resp onse to qu estions on the mean­ 
ing of the "lu ll” . As one of Ho’s former stra­ 
teg ists has to’d this rep orter: "If the Americans 
want to fool themselves, that’s their p roblem!”

Men Behind 
Speeches

The mad. mad ru sh in p u rsu it of votes, now 
accelerated by jet p rop u lsion, imp oses up on 
p residential candidates the need for an incredi­ 
ble qu antity of thing s to say 
In a Senate committee rep ort p u blished in 
1961 there is recorded the sp eeches, p ress con 
ferences and statm ents of John F. Kennedy 
and Richard M 
Nix on in the 1960 camp aig n 
The Kennedy volu me has 975 p ag es of small 
comp act ty p og rap hy . Nix on's ou tp u t fills 1.119 
p ag es. The joint debates fill another volu me of 
615 p ag es. 
For a comp arison I tu rned to an old cop y of 
“The First Battle” by William Jenning s Bry an 
p u blished after his camp aig n for p resident in 
18 96. In larg er p rint and with considerable 
sp ace for p ost-camp aig n comment, that volum* 
has wily 629 p ag es. And Bry an was a considera 
ble wordsmith in his own rig ht. 


AS FAR AS WE KNOW. Bry an had no help 11 
comp osing his sp eeches, ex cep ting many quote* 
on the money qu estion from contemp orary "lit­ 
eratu re.” 
But u nder modem conditions there are mot • 
Issu es, more sp eeches and more statem ents and 
p ress conferences And so. from sheer necessi­ 
ty , candidates for the p residency now assembl» 
a g rou p of qu alified p eop le who g ather facts 
and ideas su itable for the candidate's u tter 
ances on the issu es 
These p eop le are a qu ite different sp ecies 
from the p olitical p rofessionals who are also in 
the camp aig n. Since the early 1930s the p rop or­ 
tion of p rofessors and p rofessional economist* 
in these g rou p s has been rather heavy . Theie 
are also some p rofessional writers among them 
The common ex p ressions “g hosts” or sp eech 
writers 
are hardly ap p rop riate to describe 
them Their function shou ld be to g ive informa 
tion and ideas which the candidate may need 
Often they su p p ly him with some lang u ag e 
which he can fit into what he say s. Their fu nc­ 
tion certainly should not be to write the sp eech­ 
es which the candidate delivers. 
Ideallv su ch a g rou p shou ld consist of not 
more than fou r or five members 
Too many 
cook s tend to confu se the candidate and be­ 
cau se of comp romises among them there Is a 
tendency to water down and neu tralize what the 
candidate say s. The old say ing that “ a camel Is 
a horse made by a comm ittee" ap p lies here. 
Also, in the op erations of su ch a g rou p not all 
the m em bers shou ld have access to the candi­ 
date. They would hop elessly confu se him. More­ 
over, these p eop le shou ld “ have a p assion for 
anony mity ." They shou ld not mak e p u blic state 
ments or talk to the p ress. 


There shou ld be a chief of staff who is close 
to the candidate at all times. The contribu tions 
of the staff m em bers shou ld to directly to him 
He will select what he needs and discu ss sp eech 
content with the candidate. Then he and the 
candidate shou ld collaborate in comp osing the 
sp eech. This chief shou ld, above all, have p oliti­ 
cal sense and a talent for writing sp eech p rose 
Essay s and articles written for p u blication do 
not sou nd well in a sp eech. 
The chief of staff shou ld have g ood relations 
with the p olitical m anag ers hu t not be su bject 
to them in any way . There should be a sharp 
division of resp onsibilities between the facts 
and idea men, and the p ros, bu t they shou ld no^ 
be comp letely Isolated from each other. In the 
Goldwater case they were and there were m u ­ 
tu al recriminations after the election. 
As I have indicated, this shou ld be the ideal 
in org anizing a camp aig n bu t since the concep t 
of a so-called "brains tru st” p revails in p olitics, 
it has seldom op erated as it shou ld in a cam ­ 
p aig n It did p rove ou t in the JFK p u rsu it of 
the p residency in 1960 and the y ears before 
Theodore Sorensen was chief of staff and he 
work ed in comp lete harmony with his boss. But 
in other instances it has not work ed well. 


IN 1 96 0, Nix on’s p olicy g rou p and manag ers 
were ming led with u nfortu nate resu lts, and Nix 
on g enerally comp osed his own sp eeches. In the 
Dewey camp aig n of 1948 there was too sharp a 
division between the p olicy g rou p and the man 
ag ers, and the sp eech writers p rovided Dewey 
with m aterial which was not su ited to his own 
ag g ressive p ersonality . 
In the Wilkie camp aig n of 1940, this op eration 
was a mess. The chief of staff was a sort of 
p ost with no p olitical savvy at all. And Willkie 
seldom looked at a p rep ared sp eech before it 
was delivered. 
It is too early y et to ap p raise Nix on and 
Hu mp hrey ’s idea men. 
From what I have 
learned there seem to be too many of them 
And they are not y et well org anized. 
Nix on wrote his accep tance sp eech entirely 
alone and u naided. No one else saw the sp eech 
before it was delivered ex cep t his rem ark able 
secretary over the y ears, Rose Mary Woods, a 
native of Sebring , Ohio, 
Perhap s that is why it was so effective.
